THE ICE BROKEN. , 


Not unoxpectedly the announcement 
comes from Washington that the. 
President has made two appointments | 
to Federal offices in Southern Califor- 
nia—of Willoughby Cole to be United 
States District Attorney, and Maj. 
George E. Gard to be United States 
Marshal. 

These applicants for appointment 
did not stand upon a like footing with 
the other local aspirants for Federal 
places who have been recommended 
by the California Republican delega- 
tion in Congress, and hence there 
were less obstacles to their appoint- 
ment. 

Mr. Cole is appointed to fill a 
vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Mr. George J. Denis, which took place 
some months ago—Mr. Hutton acting 


jinfluence. Senator Stanford supported | 
him, and though he was not Repre- | 
sentative Vandever’s original choice, | 
it is understood that he swung around | 
to the young attorney’s support in the | 
end. The principal objection raised |

The 
existence of these charges appears to 
have made it impossible for the Ad- 
ministration to adhere to its rule of 
permitting the officer te serve out his 
term; hence the implied removal by 
the appointment of another persou—a 
Republican, as a matter of course. 
Maj. Gard had strong local, district 
and State backing, with no known 
charges against hiscapacity and fitness, 
but only such opposition as naturally 
and legitimately came from rival aspir- 
ants for the same office. Being a sol- 
diér,a Grand Army man, and a de- 
partment commander, these facts evi- 
dently did him no harm with the Pres- 
ident. He has experience and capac- 
ity for the place to which he has been 
chosen. 

In the case of the other Federal posi- | 
tions to be filed, the situation is differ- 
ent. “The Democratic incumbents are 


formal charges lying against them, so 
faras is known. On the other hand, 
the struggle among the rivals for 
each of the places in question—Land 
Register, Receiver, Postmaster, and 
Collector at San Pedro—is hot and 
fierce, with the balance not yet, by any 
means, turned decidedly in favor of 
the men who have received the Con- } 
gressional indorsement, to wit: Sea- 
mans, Ambrose and Green, ‘respect- 
ively.

THE FAR WEST IN CONGRESS. 


Morrow and McKenna — Peoullar 
Methods of Some Congressmen. _

Congressmen from the middle West- | 


ern States, also Representatives from. 
the East, and the general sentiment is 
that the policy toward the far West in 
the matter of appropriations will be 
more liberal, or, rather, just, than dur- 
ing the past few years. This is mainly 
due to the fact that the far West has 
come prominently forward by a system 
of judicious advertising, and now 
everybody knows that there is a coun- 
try beyond the Rocky Mountains. 
There will be more money given to 
river and harbor improvements by this 
session than was given by the last Con- 
gress, and there will be also more 
money given for public improvements 
in California and other Western 
States than granted by any pre- 
vious Congress. Since the admis- 
sion of the four new States 
the “‘effete’’ East now also concludes 
that it is wise and very politic 
to court the favor of the growing 
West. Eachof these States will have 
two delegates after the next census, 
and California will perhaps have two 
more. Then, with Arizona admitted, 
and perhaps Idaho and Wyoming by 
the division of Utah between them 
the far West will swing the balance of 
power. The division of California, 
which is being discussed as among the 
early probabilities, will give us two ad- 
ditional Senators for the West. So. if 
“Our Own Steve’? White wishes to be 
the next Democratic Senator from 
California he had, perhaps, better ac- 
quire a ‘“‘technicai’’ residence in the 
northern portion of the State, as has 
been the custom of the San Francisco 
statesmen who were elected to the 
United States Senate from Nevada. 
The appointment of Morrow and Mc- 
Kenna to the Ways and Means and 
Appropriations Committees may either 
be considered a concession to the 
growing power of the West, or to their 


voted for him. 

However, had all of the western men 
centered upon a western candidate, 
they could have elected him, and have 
secured not only important places on 
the committees, but the committees 
themselves would have been so shaped 
as to secure legislation beneficial to 
the leading interests of the West. As 
it 1s now, matters point toward the in- 
terests of the ‘“‘gold bugs’’ of Wall 
street, who especially championed an 
extreme eastern candidate. 

AN OLD SCHEME REVIVED. 

And now it is again proposed that 
every member of Congress be given a 
clerk at the expense of the Govern- 
ment. This comes up nearly every 
session, being generally introduced by 
some new member. The old member 
is generally too smart to father such a 
steal. There is no doubt whatever 
that a large majority of the members 
of the House need a clerk very badly. 


In fact, all who represent any 
districi of any commercial im- 
ttance have clerks; and those 


ayseed members who represent corn 
and pumpkin districts need clerks not 
so much forthe information of their 
constituents as for their own.: There 
are some Senators who would not have 
such reputations at home for greatness 
were it not for their secretaries, It is 
only Repregentatives.. who have 
**clerks;’’ the Senators. give: them the 
more dignified name of **secretary.”’ 
The steal of Silcott has brought 
t pawn-brokerage business 
the  Sergeant-at-Arms;

Con- 
gressmen who profess to have lost 
such large sums, really lost nothing. 
They discounted their warrants, and

Before L would believe the state- 
ment of a Washington boarding-house- 
keeper, however, I would require cor- 
roborative evidence; yet this is not 
the most serious charge against some 
Congressmen. Some moralists agree 
that people are controlled by surround- 
ing circumstances; others hold that if 
&@ person becomes 
was innately bad. However, the 
fact exists that Congressmen whose 
record as debt-payers before they 
were elected was very good is now the 
reverse. It is brought about by them- 
selves. They bring on their families 
and attempt to get im the swim by 
living extravagantly, and financial 
ruin and often social disgrace is the 
result. Here is the other side: A 
thrifty Southern Congressman sells 
some of the public documents, which 
area little too elevated for his under- 
standing. and convertsit for room rent. 

A Louisigna member has been re- 
turned twi solely on his ‘“‘garden 
seed’’ record. He would ‘“‘swap”’ with 
other members every document he was 
entitled to for additional agricultural 
reports and garden seeds, and load 
down the mails and his constituents 
with this food for the body and the 
mind.

RUSSIAN INFLUENZA, 


No Doubt About Its Presence in New 
York City. 

New York, Dec. 17.—[By the Associated 
Press.| The sanitary inspector who inves- 
tigated the report that the Kussian influenza 
had arrivéd, reported today to the Board of 
Health. The matter was brought to the at- 
tention of the board by Dr. Lellman, who 
notified it that seven members of the fam- 
ily of Albert Klamroth were suffering from 
what he believed to be the Russian infiu- 
enz4. 

The Inspector says: “The ages of those 
attacked ranze from 50 years to 4 years, all 
but two children being over 21 years. No 
cause of attack is apparent. None of the 
family have have recently arrived from 
Europe or associated or been thrown in 
contact with recent arrivals or any one suf- 
tering from the disease. Certain members 
recently received letters from Europe. The 
first case occurred December 1lth. The 
first symptoms were sudden faintness, a 
chill and marked prostration, then succeed- 
ed headache and a general oe of ma- 
laria, followed by acute pharyngitis and 
slight laryngitis, winding up with bron- 
chitis. Examination showed that the pa- 
tient was about as sick as persons witha 
bad cold. The duration of the attack was 
two days and upward.” 

Health Officer Edson said he had no doubt 
it is the real Russian influenza.

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A PASADENA PARK. 


WHAT MR. SCOVILLE 18 DOING 
IN THE ARROYO 8ECO. 


Improvements Madc and Contem- 
plated—A Romantic Spot to Be 
Carved Out of the Rough—Pasa- 
dena’s Ontlook—Viows on theo 
Library Question. 


Few Pasadenians know that the 
work now in progress on J. W. Sco- 
ville’s land that borders on the Arroyo 
Seco, just west of town, will, when 
completed, secure to this place a park 
which is likely to be unexcelled in 
point of natural beauty anywhere in 
the State. 

Mr. Reoville is a representative citi- 
zen. Possessed of large means, he has 
always been noted for his benevolence 
and for numerous philanthropic pro- 
jects that have been carried out under 
his direction; not one of the least of 
such projects is his present operation 
in the arroyo. 

Mr. Scoville, in 1886, after looking 
ever various sections of California 
with a view to locating, chose the hills 
bordering on either side of and includ- 
ing the Arroyo Seco, and lying almost 
directly west of the western terminus 
of Colorado street, as the most desir- 
able and picturesque spot in the State 
for the purpose he had in mind. 

Fifty-eight acres of this land were 
purchased in 1886, just previous to the 
boom. The property bought by Mr. 
Scoville was considered of but. little 
value at the time of the purchase. The 
river flowed in a winding channel 
through dense underbrush, where 
many species of wild animals roamed 


}at will; no portion of the land was 


in eventhe primitive stages of culti- 
vation, and to reach the lofty summit 
of the hills, which form the western 
boundary of the purchase, one had to 
cut his way with a hatchet through a 
dense and almost impenetrable thicket 
of underbrush. 

Mr. Scoville’s original intention was 
to build a residence ou the top of the 
highest hill on the west side of the 
arroyo, and to transform the rest of 
the property into a private park. The 
site of the residence was, however, 
changed, Mr. Scoville having decided 
to build on the northwest corner of 
Orange Grove avenue and Colorado 
street, where his present handsome 
home is located. But the park project 
was never abandoned; indeed, work 
was inaugurated the same year by 
building a bridge across the river. 
Thus easy access was established be- 
tween the eastern and western slopes 
of the arroyo. 

Near where the bridge 
water, Mr. Scoville chose as the place 
for the erection of a dam, the object 
being to obtain needed power to run a 
water wheel; the wheel in turn to be 
used for forcing water into reservoirs 
which it was proposed to build on the. 
hills above. This part of the work is 
already accomplished. 

A strong dam, 12 feet high, has been 
built. At one end of it stands a pump- 
house, provided with all needed ma- 
chinery for conveying water into three

On either side is planted a row of fruit 
and ornamental trees, and well-paved 
gutters provide against the danger of a 
washout. At places the road is flanked 
by cliffs of solid rocks, while on the op- 
posite side stone walls, sometimes 50 
a high, form the necessary founda- 

on. 

The road on the east side of the 
bridge rests on an embankment over 
20 feet high. On either approach from 
the road to the dam will be made by a 
flight of stone steps, which will be built 
after the eastern embankment has been 
more completely graded. <A great va- 
riety of trees will be planted over the 
park, and the steeper hillsides will be 
adorned with choice evergreens. Va- 
ried other contemplated improvements 
will combine with the rare natural pic- 
turesqueness of the place in making it 
one of the most charming spots in 
Southern California. 

The work begun three years ago only 
hints of the -possibilities of the park, 
and it will probably be as long a time 
again before the finishing touches are 
= on. The work was undertaken by 

r. St rille as a means of recreation, 
and in cat ying out the undertaking he 
finds in the 6iployment he can give to 
poor laborers the exercise of what he 
considers the most desirable form of 
charity.

‘BEAUTIFUL PASADENIA!” This is 
the expression which co involun- 
tarily from the lips of 


from any elevated point it the western 
end of the valley. 

Pasadena possesses many attractions 
in and about the city which every tour- 
ist should visit before weturning to 
their distant homes. Those who do 
‘not visit these numerous places do not 
know one-half of the beasties which 
Nature has so bountifully |bestowed on 
this much-favored place. 

In a short series of brief 
descriptions of a number of the most 
pleasant places for pleasute-seekers to 
visit, will be given in Tug Tres, in 
the hope that a yisit to thise wonder- 
fully romantic and Jovely retreats may 
repay those who have come from 1000 
to over 3000 miles to find a pleasant 
winter home in sunny Southern Cali- 
fornia. 
A DAY’S DRIVE. 

Every one who visits Pasadena should 
take the drive **’round the ciycle,” as 
it is called, taking in Sierra Madre, 
Baldwin’s, the Mission and Alhambra. 

This drive will ocoupy the greater 
part of the day and is about 16 or 18 
miles, according to the road taken in 
the vicinity of San Gabriel. 

Leaving the center of the city, the 
drive lies eastward on Colorado street, 
one of the principal tborouglifares. 
Handsome business houses line that 
portion near the center; farther east- 
ward the tall spires of tw@ of the finest 
churches in the city point heaven- 
ward. Beyond these thé broad street, 
100 feet wide, is lined with the ele- 
gant homes of many of the wealthy cit- 
izens of the city. Palms and pines, 
roses and lilies, grow jn profusion 
everywhere, and soon air will be 
laden with the fragrance of orange 
blossoms. 

East of Lake. avenue the pasway. 
though not so wide, is still a splendid 
drive. The graceful pepper trees and 
the tall eucalyptus ned) and bow to the 
passer-by, while here @n@ there the 
dark spreading boughs of the live oak 
give the landscape a still more invit- 
ing appearance. 

‘bree miles east of Pasadena is 
Lamanda Park, a me Dut at times 
an exceedingly beauti absuburb of the 
city. Here the drivec the Santa

this road. The mer. ms grove of 
live oaks on your right is my sper of 
the Santa Anita (Lacky Baldwin’s) 


ranch. 
The first street, turning to the right, 
is Live Oak avenue whieh Marks th 
southern bound of. thé town of 
Sierra Madre. That broad, beautiful 
slope, covered with vines, to the left, 
just before turning into Live Oak ave- 
nue, is the Hastings vineyard, and 
those two large white houses up near 
the mountains belong to the property. 

When you have reached the end of 
the live-oak grove, you havé reached 
Santa Anita avenue, and &® magnifi- 
cent view tothe eastward. and south- 
eastward is spread out before you. 
That town about four miles distant is 
Monrovia. It seems only a little dis- 
tance over there, but it is fully four 
miles. Atthis point you turn again 
toward the mountains, if you wish to 
visit the beautiful, quiet, little village 
of Sierra Madre. A veritable place of 
rest. inthis little place is probably 
more scientific, literary and artistic 
talent than can be found in any other 
place of the same numbér of inhab- 
itants. Offa littie distance from this 
main avenue, at the foot of the moun- 
tains, is the Wilson trail, Over which 
thousands and thousands of people 
have reached the summit of the Sierra 
Madres. A drive through the town of 
Sierra Madre will repay you. The 
streets are as hard and smooth asa 
floor, and the many really lovely homes 
are worth seeing. 

Having driven nee the town you 
return tO Santa Anita avenue and 
drive down through the grand grove 
of live oaks to E. J. (Lucky) Baidwin’s 
lovely home place, 

THE SANTA ANITA RANCH. 

The avenue takes you aguin across 
the Santa Fé track, and beyond 
through a lane shaded by beautiful 
trees. You soon come to the store and 
warehouses of Mr. Baldwin. To the 
westward, but dome little dis- 
tance away, are the stables where are 
being reared some of the finest horses 
the world ever saw. Indeed, these 
same stables have already earned a 
world-wide fame. 

Continuing down the avenue an oc- 
casional ae is caught of the pic- 
turesque ranch house at the side of a 
crystal lake. Everywhere are evi- 
dences of what cultivation, money and 
time can accomplish in this wonderful 
country. Roses and beautiful flowers, 
trees from the north land and from the 
tropics grow here side by side. 

ou have reached the shaded walk 
leading to the house and conservatory. 
Those great sea shells lying at the 
door of the passageway were brought 
at some expense from the South Sea 
Islands. You are welcome to look, but 
you must not touch, either fruits or 
flowers here. You may take a walk 
about the shores of the pretty little 
lake; those fize-looking mastiffs will 
not barm you, only remember, ‘‘hands 


Again seated in Pym carriage, the 
drive is continued down South Anita 
avenue, through a great grove of or- 
ange trees. The trees are bending 
under the weight of the fruit now turn- 
ing golden, and glimmering among the 
dark green leaves like nuggets of gold. 

Soon you are driving along an ave- 
nue lined with tall eucalyptus trees, 
The broad acres which he around you 
almost as far as you can see (practi- 
cally speaking) belong to Mr. Baldwin. 
That gentleman owns a large portion 
of this section of the State. 

This narrow-gauge railroad is the 
Monrovia Rapid Transit, which runs 


between Los Angeles and Mogrovia. 
Take the first road tothe right and 


it will take you te the town of San Ga- 
briel, famous for the 
OLD MISSION CHURCH. 

The history of the Mission San Ga- 
briel is an interesting and varied one. 
The first mission was located in 1771 
about five miles southeast of the pres- 
ent church. Its walls still stand tu 
mark the spot. If the hour is not too 
late, and the team is equal to it, this 
old church may be visited at this time. 

Formerly the roof of the mission was 
covered with tiles, but these were re- 
placed with wooden shingles about 30 
years ago. 

in approaching the mission from the 
eastward you will perhaps notice in 
the vicinity ot the large terra-cotta 
colored building, portions of the old 
cactus (prickly pear) fence, which was 
used to inclose a pasture for cattle, 
sheep, etc., in former times. The large 
red building referred to is the 

HOTEL SAN GABRIEL. 

Leaving San Gabriel the road lies 
by the shortest route through the beau- 
tiful town of Alhambra. 

Turning your face toward Pasadena 
the Raymond at once becomes a prom- 


inent landmark, and you cannot lose 
your way. An hour after leaving the | 
Old Mission you find 
around the Raymond bill, and you are , 
once more in Pasadena, having doubt- | 
less passed a delightful day.
